The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as present in 
independent claim 1 , which include a set of filter plate sharing the same axis with the 
carrier, wherein at least one annular groove is disposed on the external surface of the 
carrier, and a balancing substance is applied into the annular groove to balance the 
color wheel.
